male and female are noarly alike. It is of a reddish brown or 
chestnut color above varied with light spots and streaks of light 
brownish yellow. This bird prefers wooded regions where 
streams and evergreen trees abound. The males make a peculiar 
drumming noise by standing on the trunks of fallen trees, and 
moving their wings with great rapidity. This sound is known 
among the people as partridge drumming,” and is a signal for 
his mate to know hi* whereabouts. The nests of these birds con¬ 
tain from nine to llftoen eggs, and when the chickens are hatched, 
the mother attends them with the utmost care, manifesting the 
greatest distress If anything comes near her little brood. 

The males of the ruffed grouse are ready to flght whenever they 
meet, and are generally attended by the females, which, Darwin 


crawled up within twenty feet of the bird at such times, corrobo¬ 
rates It ill every- particular. There arc, doubtless, among those 
who read the “Sportsman,” many who have had opportunities to 
watch the operations of the ruffed grouse when engaged in drum¬ 
ming, and the ex|ierience of each one would be a very accentable 
contribution to our knowledge of thc habits of this very interest¬ 
ing species.” The ruffed grouse of tho mountains Is somewhat 
more gray that of the eastern states, and on this account is some- 
time* called the gray ruffed grouse.

ever visit the mountain region, preferring to remain in the settled 
portion of the country where they can get a good living In the 
com and wheat fields of the farmers. They are large, plump birds 
WeeUent fo^table use, and are eagerly sought after by sports¬ 
men in the Fall and Winter months, after the young ones have 
grown up so as to be able to take care of themselves. Their 
plumage is a dark, reddish brown, covering thickly the whole 
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body nod legs a* far as the toes. The males have eight Urge 
pointed, reddish brown feathers on both sides of their heads, 
which they have the power of sticking out while strutting round 
near the females, covering a large globular pouch on the sides of 
the ueck which they inflate at the same time. Early in the morn¬ 
ing Is the best time to shoot them, and they may be found in corn 
fields, after the stalks are cut down, wandering about fu search 
of such stray kerueU of coru as may have fallen to the ground 
when the stalks are cut. Their flight U low and rapid, the move¬ 
ment of their wings being remarkably quick. They cannot fly to 
any great distance, and if once alarmed become very shy. In 
rising and flying they make a loud humming noise, that at times 
startles the sportsman before be is aware of their presence. Great 
numbers of them are killed, and they rank among the Quest game 
birds of this country. 

The male of the pinnated grouse is eighteen and a half 
inches long, from the point of Its bill to the end of the tail, 
and the spread of, the, wings, or mttrgure, measures tweuty-slx 
Indies. The primary feathers are light brown, the quills being 
spotted with brown and white, the secondaries are of the same 
color; the underside of the wings showing a light steel gray color. 
The back lias a close covering of black, reddish brown and white 
plumage, which seems as if laid on in short irregular layers. The 
breast and belly white, with stripes of light brown; bill short, 
stout and slightly curved; eighteen tail feathers. Along its legs 
are many long soft feathers, very much resembling hair. Three toes 
in front, and one short one behind—no feathers round the eyes, 
thuugh above there is a beautiful bright orange colored eye brow, 
forming a flue curve an inch and a quarter in length. The legs, 
as in all species of grouse, densely covered. 

The female is seventeen inches long—the spread of its wings 
lining two feet. Its general colur is the same us that of tile male, 
though it has uo long feathers on the sides of its neck, nor lias it 
Ihe orange colored eyebrow. The space beneath the bill iu both 
male and female is yellowish white, the feathers beiug very soft 
and silky. There is a very considerable tuft of feathers iu both 
directly ubove the bill and between the eyes. 

One of the most common birds found in the Rocky Mountain, 
region is the Sage hen (t'eutrocfrewi uro}*haiiianiui) t which has been 
properly classed among the grouse. On frosty mornings they 
may be found in considerable flocks huddled together under the 
shelter of the sage brush. Sage chickens are good eutiug after 
they have been parboiled to take the taste of suge out of them. 1 
liked them very much until I heard a man in Nevuda declare that 
"lie would as lief eat a eat as one of them,” since which time I 
never could relish them, do what I might; though in truth they 
arc as good food as prairie chickens, especially if they are "drawu” 
directly after they have been killed. 

They are handsome birds, being gray and beautifully marked 
on the body and wings with black spots, The tail feathers are 
pointed and when spread out present a elegant appearance. They 
have a ruff around the neck, and when excited the males puff this 
out, swell up their neck, "jet under their advanced plumes," strut¬ 
ting about, and utter their peculiar calls. Their legs are covered 
with thick plumage to tile base of their toes, wich protects them 
from the cold, as they wander about iu the suow during the whole 
Winter, and live upon the thickened leaves of the sage brush, 
which keeps green and fresh in the coldest weather. 

Some of the males are as large as a medium-sized turkey-cock, 
and urc the largest members of the grouse family iu America. 
One I measured was twenty-six inches long, and the spread of its 
wings was forty-one inches. Prince C. L. Bonaparte calls it the 
“Cock of the Plains,” but I have never beard it called so by 
mountaineers, who universally give the name “sage hens” to 
both male and female. They arc by odds the most tame and 
stupid of all birds in the mountains, and have scarcely sense 
enough to ruiwaway from danger. 1 have repeatedly sceu flocks 
of them tired into, when instead of flying off, they walked away at 
a slow pace, giving the sportsman a chance to lire at them as 
often as lie pleased. I have even seen a driver kill the youug 
ones witli his whip, the poor things not knowiug enough to get 
out of the way. 

In the Autumn when grass seeds are plentiful the flesh of the 
youug ones is excellent, as they do not then eat the leaves of the 
sage brush; but later in the season, and particularly in winter 
when they have nothing to eat but sage brush, the flesh is rank 
aud course, and seems hardly tit to be eaten. The wolves and 
foxes, however, do*not object to it, nor do the eagles and hawks, 
who make sad havoc in the ranks of the sage hens. Iu flying, 
they use their wings rapidly, making a “whizzing” kind of a 
noise very similar to that made hy ruffed grouse and their cousins, 
the prairie chickens. The nests have from 12 to 15 eggs of a 
dark brown color. 

In Colorado they have what is called the white tailed ptarmi¬ 
gan, (Legopiix Leuvurus,) which lias an entirely white Winter plum¬ 
age, but in Summer is barred with dark brown colors. Dr. Roth- 
rock says: “During the heat of the day they remain quiet beneath 
the shelter of rocks; but in early morning and evening were seen 
running over the ground, actively engaged in searching for food, 
and keeping up a constant chirruping. They usually seemed 
fearless, allowing themselves to be almost trodden upon before 
taking flight, but sometimes were very shy and wild. The young 
birds, well grown, were seen July 10, so that the eggs are deposi¬ 
ted by tile tirst of May. The nest is simply a small cavity 
scratched in the earth under a projecting rock, sometimes with 
a slight lining of sticks and grasses, but oftener without. In 
Whiter they descend into the limber, and are theu so tame as to 
be often killed with clubs. This bird is simply a grouse which 
turns white in winter aud is frequently seeu at that season in the 
South Park.” 

There is another species of grouse found in Canada called the 
spruce grouse (Tetrao Catuitlmtui), which is seen occasionally iu 
the extreme uorthern ranges of the Rocky Mountains, and this 
cuds the chapter of the grouse family of North America. Whole¬ 
some laws for the protection of the different species of the grouse 
have beeu passed In most of the western states aud territories.

TuiT Gossip from England. 

f From our Resident Correspondent.] 

London. Kno., May 81, 1877. 

On Tuesday, the 29th ult., began tbe Olympic Saturnalia of Cockayne, 
Epsom Summer races. Wbat a Pruspero's wand art thou. Memory I 
and bow dost thou call spirit* from the vasty deep! How brim full of 
hope and fear wert thou, oh Epsom I on those eventful days to thou 
sands aud to oooe more than to “Caractacus" who, aa a lad, commenced 
bis experience of the turf by backing that horse for the Derby, whose 
name as a nom <U plums he now aaopts. I’ve forgotten the date, U'e 
so very long ago. 

"Eheut fugacca.... 

Labuutur anul:" 

Since then there are only two Derbys which I've missed. Lord Olif- 
deu’s and Klngcrsfl's. But when am I going to commence or where 
or what about! There is really so much to talk about aueut the Derby 
in particular, aud Eusom Summer races In general, that the difficulty is 
not wbat to write about but wbat to crowd out. To chronicle any¬ 
thing like a complete treatise on tbe subject would occupy as many 
volumes as Hume and Smotlet's history or England or Cassell, Petter 
and Galpln's Popular Educator. The Derby has ever retained its repu¬ 
tation of being the chief of our classic races and the most important 
eportiug event in all the wide world. Dibden'e well known though 
rather hackneyed lines on the “high mettled racer" are as true of tbe 
turf now as at 'he lime they were written. It Is to be regretted thet 
the laureate of Lhe navy to whom we are indebted for those immortal 
ballads wbicb scarcely less than Nelson's victories, have endeared the 
British tar to all Englishmen, did not attune bis lyre more frequently 
on behair of the turf, an Institution uo less natioual, aud os thoroughly 
English, as the British navy itself. That Dlbden had all a Briton's love 
for horses aud horse raclug, the lines alluded to surtlcieutly attest; be 
could not have peuned them otherwise. Aud tbe glowlug description 
contained therein is as applicable now as then. The turf is iu fact, one 
of those mighty institutions whose roots have struck deep dowu into 
this rock-built Euglaud of ours, sod which will uever let go its grip 
till old angland topples with It. Like a majestic oak that has braved 
wind and weather Iu all limes and seasous, whose trunk is cut and 
carved in all directions by meddlers aud destructors, who aspire to 
leave their names upon its bark, but whose tough exterior silently de¬ 
fies the petty efforts thus made to injure or deface it, aud which at the 
proper season puts forth its buds and green shoots regardless of Its as¬ 
sailants. so tbe turf continues to survive tbe attacks of bigots and 
fanatics, aud year after year to issue Us programme* and brlug forth 
its meetings In undisturbed serenity, notwithstanding tbe mennciuir 
aspect of Us foes, who seek to hack aud harry it with threats and all 
manner of legal enactments. Lord Derby lu one of those sensible 
matter of fact speeches which be is in the habit of makiug. 
observed that the people who make the most nolso are 
not uecessarily tbe most Influential. The same argu¬ 
ment will apply to the assailants of the racecourse. Not n 
season passes nut diatribes are hurled at It from press aud platform; 
not a season but wbat some M. P. agitates for an alteration lu tbe law 
which shall shut up all our racecourses, aud turn our high mettled rac¬ 
ers destitute upou the world; and bow rarely do we hear a voice raised 
lu defence of the much maligned aud loug suffering turf? But take a 
race meeting-the Epsom Summer for illustration-and what do wc see? 
A vast multitude of persons weudiug their way towards the racecourse; 
a vast stream that inundate-* tbe thoroughfares leading thereto, aud 
seems to carry everything before It In Its Irresistible volume. Thtt*c 
people are not argumentative or demonstrative; they do not shout out 
“Hurrah for the races I" and “Dowu with bigotry aud Intolerance," but 
they study the papers, discuss the autecedeuts of the horses, aud de¬ 
bate the prices that are oblatunbie. They do not feel it necessary to 
make any fuss or euter iuto any eloborate defence of wbat they are do 
lug. They are going to the races because they like R; you may abuse 
them as much os you like for doing so. and they will either pay uo ul 
teution or laugh good humoredly; your sentiments don’t trouble them. 
But go lu for u policy of active interference; pass some legislative eu- 
actmeuis that would deprive them of their favorite pastime, and you 
would speedily rouse tbe British lion. They will go to Ibe races in 
their hundreds of thousands, where they would not go iu hundreds to 
your serinousor your spoutings; they obey a natural instinct wbicb 
teaches them to contemn the maunderlugs of prejudices, aud to miud 
their own business. Put dowu racing indeed! Put dowu the l£ueen 
aud Constitution. Mrs. Partingtou sweeping back the incoming tide 
with a mop aptly expresses tbe vain character of such attempts. 

The history of the present Derby,divested of all Its curious surround¬ 
ings. is soon told, for one may sarely say there was uever one less 
seusational. “There is only one in it," has been tbe one long con¬ 
tinued and—until the Mouday Immediately preceding the eventful duy 
—uninterrupted cry. since by bis first appearance as a public two year- 
old he showed what wondrous metal he was made of, (hough defeated 
for want of condition. As all tbe world knows, Chamant wintered well 
and woo tbe Two Thousand Guineas—tbe first of our clssslc three-year- 
old races—with such ridiculous ease that his competitors might as well 
have been so many objects of vegetallou firmly rooted In the soil for 
any chance they possessed to shut him out of the houor; and If there 
was notbiug fit euougb In the race to make him show whether he bad 
actually improved on his two-year-old form, it was very apparent he 
had not retrograded, aud to retaiu his two-year-old form 
after so uupronittous a winter was not a Utile to boast of. Beyouu 
this, good judges could perceive that be was an Improved aud im¬ 
proving animal, and so “all over but the shouting” did Lhe Epsom event 
appear that tbe incessaut aud increasing desire to support him, soon 
brought him to the extravagant backing price of level money, with 
scarcely the field for choice. So Infatuated were those who had re¬ 
solved to throw In with the fortunes of tbe stable, they could listen to 
nothing which breathed tbe faiuteet, most girlish whisper against bis 
chance-the glorious uncertainties of the turf, the fickleness of fortune 
and tbe vagaries of life could make no possible difference to him, “if 
was all over?" It was idle to point out how the last seven winners of 
the “Two Thousand" had more or less disgraced themselves la the 
Derby ;tbey were not to be crabbed by the reminder that Mac Greggor 
broke dowu at Tatteubam corner; that Bolbwell was “got at" and 
poisoned, that Prince Charley, the people's idol, turned roarer, tbut 
Catnballo went amiss, that Petrarch was an imposter, that Doncaster 
was not a Two Thousand Guinea winner, aud that the speedy Atlantic 
was beateu at Epsom by ooe who has neglected to “give a show" at 
•Newmarket, Chamant they would have, aud sluk or swim by him. But 
alas for.the fortunes of the “noble army of punters," on the Monday 
before toe 'great day,' the son of Morteiuer aud Araucurla was reported 
a stiff 'un. and though tbe nature of tbe breakdown was uot for some 
time after made publicly kuown, he speedily went to tbe right about 
Id the belting, and yet did he find backers. It subsequently transpired 
tbe colt had gone slightly lame, but not so ntterly hum de combat as to 
throw up every hope, and it was decided the horse should go to tbe 
post if the least chance of keeping ou his legs appeared on the Wed¬ 
nesday morning to exist He did very little In the way of exercise on 
Mouday or Tuesday, and with tbe aid of tbe veterinarians skill he did 
go to tbe post, with wbat result will be seen below. 

The crowds which poured on to the downs both hy tbe road and rail, 
were oever so numerous yet, and I may add. never more rough; the 
“gloriea of the road" certainly appear to be looking up. If the smart- 
logs from pesehooters, scent squlrtera and the aunoyance of handfuls 
of flour aud rood dust experienced by "yours faithfully," were any 
sign of tbe times. Bui such little excusable boyish prauks were light 
to other borse play indulged in on the homeward journey. 1 felt It 
particularly unkind of a young American on a certain yellow drag 
horsed with four fair browns and every mau-jack ou board, "Colum¬ 
bia's own," to squirt that stinking lavender water in my weak peeper; 
if there is one thing I hate beyond another It Is lavender water squirted 
at the rate of ten mile* an hour Into your eye already doing the duty of 
a dustbin ; but you are forglveu, cousin Jonathan, because you all of 
you did seem to enjoy yourselves oo that drag, notwithstanding that 
tbe Britaoia IV. colt did not win, bat to the race for the opening event, 
Is not worth menlioo, barring tbe Derby and Oaks, the remainder of thn 
races at Epsom are never up to much account.

The colt a 
linn appearance lu public was at Goodwood fast Autumn when he se- 
sured the Ham Produce Stakes, carrying Set. lOlbs., by a length and a 
half, Duucerous aud Meg Merrilles beiugrespectively second aud third, 
each Carrying Bet. lib. tie next started at the First October meetiug 
for the Buckeubam Produce Stakes, but suffered a half length defeat 
from Verueull, Hyuolaud being a bad third, aud Morglaua fourth and 
last. At tbe Secuud October meeting carrying 9et. Jibs, he woo the 
Clearwell from Uadriau (Bet. lOlbs.) by a neck, Uollingwood (Set. lSlbs.)

On the third day the attendance was not up to the average, though 
several thousand peraous wore present. The race* was postponed on 
Thursday ou accouut of the raiu and heavy track until to day. The 
track was atill heavy though drying rapidly. The hill was crowded aa 
It always Is crowded, plainly allowing the love of the poorer classes for 
tbe sport of running raclug, especially wheu they can enjoy It without 
taxation. The sporting gentlemen ou the bill devoted their alteutiou 
to a bookmaklng company that were ensconced tn a little frame build¬ 
ing on the brow of the hill, and who were laying tbe odds agaiust the 
runners from a quarter up to $10. These geutletneu were however, 
pretty well kliowu, aud the hacker felt safe of getting his mouey tf be 
showed right judgment in placing It. 

On tbe quarter stretch some few gentlemen who had backed Rap- 
pahunuock last eveuiug for the mile ueate had a practical illustration 
of the harshness of the P. P. rule, as shortly before the races com¬ 
menced the Judges gave notice that Kappahannock would not etart 
aud therefore bis backers lost their money. It seems rather hard, hut 
it is Inevitable, as it would be impossible for a man to make a book uu- 
icss he was thus protected. For instance, dve horses might be entered 
lu a race—A. It.

With Irishman out of the race, and Minnie Taylor flagged in the 
fourth heat, tbe last oue was easy for Ella, she winning In 2:484, with 
Fred a good second. 

The match between Messrs. Waixet A Evers' geldings for $100 a side, 
resulted in a victory for tbe former gentleman. On the second day, 
the match for $100 a side, made by the same gentle¬ 
men between the geldlugs Sarley K aud Iowa Boy. 
gave those in attendance an afternoon's sport well 
worth seeing. The partisans of each owner rallied to the pool box 
with that well known pluck characteristic of tbe stock yard boys. On 
the fourth aud concluding day, tbe races billed were for tbe 2:40 and 
9:25 classes. Both races were well contested, the former requiring six 
beats before a result was reached. 8t. George, who had been played 
heavily fora winner, found lu Maggie 8. aud the gelding Emerald, two 
warm competitors. The gray inare was conceded to be tbe better horse, 
and after tbe conclusion of the fifth heat, which was pronounced no 
heat, though time was announced, her driver was changed; bat st. 
George's winning bad been set down as a foregone conclusion, 
and. after a spirited heat, he was awarded the heat 
and race. The trot between the 2:25 class was one of the best 
we have ever witnessed. Mr. Crawford, the trainer of Little Gypsey, 
beiug under the weather, secured tbe services of John Splaun to pilot 
his mare, aud her success in the race may be justly attributed to his 
superior generalship and ability in her handling.

The Pool Sellers in New Jersey.— All t he poo) sellers who were 
arrested In Hoboken for carrying ou their business there were to have 
a hearing on June 8th, in tbe Court of Quarter Sessions, at Jersey City. 
The business was in full blast on Juue 7th, and the twice-arrested 
parties were quite uncoucerued about tbe action of the Court. Tbe 
greatest joke of all was that pools were actually offered 00 the probable 
disposition of the pool sellers' case by the Court. Judge Hoffman de¬ 
sired to have the ease heard on the 8tb. but the accused parlies whis¬ 
pered their counsel that the Jerome Park races on that day would ren¬ 
der it very Inconveulent for them to be present, and they carried their 
point by having the examination set down for the 8tb. They will be 
tried on two charges, oue for maintalng a lottery aud the other for 
keeping a disorderly house. 

There is no s|>eciflc statute against pool selling In the New Jersey 
Code. Attempts were made at every session of tbe Legislature during 
the past three years to pass u special act agaiust pool selling, but the 
bills were defeated in every Instance. The bills were levelled chiefly 
at a certaiu well kuowu sporting man in connection with Monmoth 
Park. This shows that public sentiment in New Jersey is not as hos¬ 
tile to pool selling as some persons have represented.

Though brkds Foals in 1875 and *76.— There were 508 thoroughbred 
foals returned for 1875. 235 colts, 250 fillies and iweuly-lbrea dead fouls, 
total 508. In 1876, there were 660 foals returned. 829 colts. 812 fillies, 
and nineteen dead foals, total 660, showing an increase or 158 iu 1876 
over 1875. Tbe thoroughbred mares are scattered over aucb a wide ex¬ 
tent of country that it is hard to get foil and accurate returns, and there 
are a number that are bred every year to trotters. When breeders and 
owners become more thoroughly Impressed with the Importance of re¬ 
turning their foals each year, we may hope after a while to giva accu¬ 
rate statistics of tbe Increase and Improvement made in these valuable 
animals .—Kentucky Lite Stock Record

Intelligence. 


HY ARNOLD Bl'KIiESS. 

Intelligence, or the fnenlt.v of comprehending nml receiving in 
struction, joined to the exhibition of an nlmost reasoning power 
In cases of emergency, is one of the most Important qualifications 
of a dog; in fact, a dog devoid of intelligence is practically 
worthless. There cau lie no question that this is an hereditary 
acquirement, so that though we cannot, by any process, educate 
an animal tip to it, we can breed for It, and in time produce a 
race with tlds as a marked characteristic. 

Experience lias demonstrated that if any faculty is allow¬ 
ed to lie dormant for a number of generations, It becomes 
weaker, and Anally disappears altogether from the race. A writer 
upon English lieneh sliows alludes to this as a reason wily the pro¬ 
duce of some of the noted prize strains lias proved worthless in 
the Held. He savs, in substance, that exhibitors who breed for 
shows care only to have their dogs meet the requirements of the 
bench standard, that they are not broken or worked in the Held, 
and consequently their produce shows lack of the hunting in¬ 
stincts or are gun shy. It is evident that the Intelligence of the 
offspring depends entirely upon the education of the progenitors, 
and not merely those of the generation immediately preceding, 
but of those also which stretch back for years into tile past. To 
stamp any peculiarity upon a breed, so that it* exhibition in each 
succeeding litter may lie conHdently looked for, requires time and 
inbreeding. If intelligence is tile quality desired, we must add 
to the above thorough and careful training of the higher facul¬ 
ties. Those who have tried it know how difficult it is to break well 
a whelp from unbroken parents, and from this we deduce the fact 
that the higher faculties depreciate before any change In the phy¬ 
sical structure is noticeable. We also And that sueli lapse is much 
harder to make up for than to correct some deviation from the 
true physical type—all of which goes to show the great import¬ 
ance of keeping our dogs up to tile highest pitch of Hrll-batnneed 
intelligence If we desire to preserve their usefulness in the Held. 
We have seen beautiful animals, worthy bench models, such utter 
dullards that neither precept nor punishment could force an idea 
through their brains, or, instead of tills same faculty has devel¬ 
oped at the expense of all the others, as. for instance, pointing, 
which we have known carried to such excess that the dogs a cre 
constantly on point, though no game was present. Staunchness, 
too, we have seen overdone, and know of two dogs now good for 
nothing in the Held, because they will stand from morning till 
night on any doubtful trail, unless pulled away, to resume the 
same unreasoning rigid adherence to their one faculty at the earl¬ 
iest opportunity. Such dogs are certainly not intelligent, aud the 
fault is not their own, but is dne to the false system upou 
which they have been bred. 

To breed for an intelligent race we must start with as much of 
this faculty nr capital in hand as we can get. Both dog and 
bitch must lie thoroughly broken and experienced or grown be¬ 
fore they are allowed to breed, the bitch must also be worked 
during pregnancy, or at least taken Into the Heldaud handled ns if 
In training. This will give tile limiting instinct to Ihr pups, but 
this is not all required, for dogs will sometimes prove natural 
hunters yet be devoid of all other intelligence, so that they can 
neither he broken well nor made companionable as every dog 
should be. To secure this general intelligence both dog and bitcli 
should he taught useful accomplishments, tricks, or anything that 
educates in u proper way, and above all they should la- kept as 
much ns possible in company of their master, since association 
with a superior is in itself the most impressive of all Influences. 
The produce of the brace thus broken and educated, should be 
raised till old enough for the character of each individual to be 
recognized, the best should then lie selected for stock animals 
aud they too educated in tile same way os their sire and dam have 
been. The sire and dam should then be bred to other dogs of 
equal abilities education and of the same general blood, that no 
uew strongly different attributes may be Intnxluced. From these 
litters Individuals selected with the same care as iu the first In¬ 
stance may lie taken to mate with the produce of the first litter. 
Another point must now lie considered and provided for. and that 
is, to so mate the produce with each other that any desirable fac¬ 
ulty either may display, may be strengthened and perpetuated 
and the undesirable ones overcome. To do this of course each 
individual must be thoroughly understood by the breeder. 

Such Is the skeleton of the method of breeding from selected 
specimens hy which Intelligence, or any other faculty may lie 
made u fixed and permanent characteristic of a race. 

Archer on Mayhew. 

Editor Chicago Field: — Sir ;—In your Issue of June (Ith I 
find under the head of “Answers to Correspondents," the fol¬ 
lowing: 

“Inquirer, New York.—Do you agree with the critic of Mr.

If I am right in this 
conjecture, I have no doubt but that he will bear me out in the 
following “criticism of the critic’s critic." 

Flret. —A wrong Inference is drawn by the implied assertion 
tl.at Mayhew Is luferior to Youatt and Blaine in the treatment of 
diseases of canines. This ha* no foundation on fact, as the wridw 
In the Forett and .Stream merely asserts that the latter are supe¬ 
riors In pathological science, which is not only true, hut these 
aut hors arc acknowledged to have laid the foundations of canine 
pathology, to which no veterinary has since contributed one Jot 
or tittle. 

Asronrf.—It is assumed that Mayhew It of value In the treat¬ 
ment of canine ailments, for "We have seen Mayhew'* remedies 
very thoroughly tested, and have kDown them to work wonderful 
cures." 

"Out of thine own mouth will I judge thee I" Medicines do 


not w ork cum! Were that the case, there would be no necessity 
for medical science. All medicines act either directly or indirectly. 
Of the first class, or those which act directly, wo have examples in 
leaulhirldcs,on the neck of the bladder; in belladonna,on the iris; 
and in caustics applied to ulcerations, etc. The second class 
comprises by far the larger portion of mrdlcluat substances; the 
cause of the disease being removed, the effect ceases and the re¬ 
sult is the so-called cure. Medicines act simply by assisting na¬ 
ture to eliminate the disorder with which the patient is suffering. 
Were they cures, they would be specifics, and a tpecijtr would pos¬ 
sess like action lu every case of the same nature, lrres|iective of 
temperament, person, or the idiosyncrasies of disease. The In¬ 
stinctive healing power—the vie medicatrix natune —will, un¬ 
doubtedly, In the majority of cases, relieve disease without the 
assistance of medicines. The credit thus due is too often as¬ 
cribed to the drug or drugs which have been administered at the 
time of, or just previous to, recovery. The aphorism that, “What, 
is good for everything Is good for nothing,” is especially applica¬ 
ble to therapeutics; hence, the assertion that any one set of medi¬ 
cines are serviceable, or Infallible, can have no foundation. The 
great fault with canine therapeutics lies In such assumptions, and 
in the fact that medicines are administered emitiricttlly in the major¬ 
ity of cases—prescribed by those who have no idea of eauee and 
effect, and are consequently unable to distinguish betweeu the 
workings of nature and disease or of the action of medicines. If 
the animal Tecovers. the credit is instantly saddled upon the med¬ 
icine given. If It dies—well! it was the “will of God." It can 
by no means be due to the ignorant application of the remedy 1 
The great wonder to my mind is, that so feu animals die under 
the dosings they receive at the hands of their masters, Influenced 
by Mayhew, and “Answers to Correspondents,” in the columns of 
our papers. All are open to the same criticism, and in an equal 
degree; and the more so, as it would puzzle the most rank disciple 
of Paracelsus to defiue the ailment, and the cause for the selection 
of the prescription given, in the majority of cases. 

Who would think of applying to a paper—even one edited by u 
medical man—for like in formation regarding men, women anil 
children! None but the most arrant knave would dare to pres¬ 
cribe in the loose manner that m all give advice for our canine 
friends, particularly if they are the property of our neighbors. 
Yet dogs are subject to diseases of the nervous system so rare in 
man, anil so vague in their symptoms, as to be scarce ever recog¬ 
nized. Undoubtedly a large per cent of the canines that would 
recover if left aloue, die through the mlstakeu zeal of their 
masters, backed by the "common sense and humanitarian prin¬ 
ciples” of Mayhew. 

Of the humanitarian principles of the author I will speak 
farther on. The amount possessed, is not original with Mr. 
Mayhew M. R. C. V. 8., (which title by the way. the gentleman 
had no right to assume), and when backed up by the profound 
and inexcusable ignorance evinced, cau not demand that the work 
should be passed by unnoticed. 

This "common sense” author says (page 248): “The intes¬ 
tines of the dog are peculiar. In the first place, it has no colon 

.The ciecum is no more than a small appendage, a 

little sac attached to the main tube.” 

This shows a degree of ignorance which can not be accounted 
for, except that the author mistook the language of that treatise 
from which be borrowed Ills original (i) matter, which says on 
page 49: “The intestiues of the dog, both large and small ap¬ 
proximate closely in size, that one unacquainted with the anatomy 
of the auimal would be led to believe tile dog docs not possess a 
colon." 

The assertion that the dog Is without that necessary uppeud- 
age, a colon is rediculous, and sufficient of Itself to condemn the 
author. If he had only suspended the stomach to its colan, he 
would have done the animal some service, ns it could then be 
emptied and filled at the will of Ills master, and thus a world of 
trouble be saved; but no! he has taken away the colon and left 
the poor animal to be stuffed and stuffed with food and medi¬ 
cine with uo way of disposing of the undigested and useless rem- 
nauts. However, he proves the falsehood of the assertion and 
exposes his ignorance when he says: “The caecum is no more 
than a small uppendage, etc.” Almost every school boy knows 
that the ciecum is the blind pouch, or cul de me, at the commence¬ 
ment of the colon; therefore, no colon, no mbcuiu ! Luckily for 
the animal he possesses both. 

The error regarding the ciecum Is not so palpable; he does not 
distinguish betweeu the cwum and its vermiform appendix. 
This would not be strange in one ignorant of anatomy, as the ap¬ 
pendix in the dog is so large as to almost merit the title of 
inletlinum cirri, which is often given, it being to n great extent 
continuous with the ciecum. If so grossly and unueceasarily Ig¬ 
norant in the ground work of his profession, what must we ex¬ 
pect. of its superstructure! 

Now - let us look at his humanitarian principle*. Mayhew recom¬ 
mends hydrocyanic (prussic) acid in four drop doses; und that no 
mistake may be made, he adds L. P. f. «. London Pharinacopma. 
This Is an entirely different preparation from the “acidus hydro- 
eyanicum dilutiuin” of the U. 8. P. Allow me to quote from the 
L. P.: “So powerful a poison is evidently unsutted for ordinary 
medical purposes. A single drop placed on the tougue of a dog, 
killed it in forty-three seconds; applied to the eye of each, caused 
death in twenty seconds. The diluted acid is a powerful 
and direct sedative In doses of drops two to four, hut the * smaller 
dose should always be given at the commencement." I have 
known one drop of the dilute acid, of the L. P., pluced on the 
tongue of a large healthy dog, to cause death in eighty-three sec¬ 
onds. 

Mr. Mayhew prescribes opium in doBcs ranging from one to six 
or eight grains; two grains commonly. A surgeon in the IT. 8. 
Army carelessly gave two grains of opium to his setter on the 
strength of this “ humanitarian ” authority, and with difficulty 
saved the animal's life. I gave three grains to a coach dog at 
night; in the morning the animal was dead. If any one has ex¬ 
ceeded this dose, or approached it within one grain, without en¬ 
dangering the life of his animal, he must thank the chemist from 
whom he obtained the drug. 

Again: Strychnia and brucla are identical in action, or at least 
sufficiently so for practical purposes. Mr. M. says that the for¬ 
mer in any dose, no matter how small, 1 b fatal to the canine; yet 
be recommends nux vomica, which is dependent entirely on these 
principles for 1U efficacy, In doses of two grains. As nux con¬ 
tains four per cent, of strychnia, he gives a trifle over 1-12 of a 
grain of strychnia, the dose of which for man is 1-82 to 1-8. 

On pages 77 and 107 castor oil and Epsom salt* are condemned. 
He says of the former: it “often docs the 111 which months of 
care are needed to efface, even If the life be not destroyed * • 
* to the dog Is an active purge." This is all very true to a cer¬ 
tain extent, and this information Is drawn from the “Sportsman's 
Dictionary,” as is all of value ill the work that is not taken from 
Youatt and Blaine ; yet in the face of this we Anil him recom¬ 
mending In other places castor oil as a “ gentle laxative,'' 

I might go on and multiply evidences os to Ignorance and In¬ 
efficiency. In the whole work there Is not a single hint a* to the 
action of medicines, and the why and wherefore of their giving; 
there is not one Jot of pathological information; the symptoms he 
gives seem to have a sameness that Is not interesting, and are so 
“boggled” that they apply to all diseases pretty much alike. 

With regard to the doses which have “the most possible effect 


upon the system,” I cau only surmise that this has reference to 
calomel. Mercury in any form is a dangerous agent In the hands 
of the noil-professional man; but its effects are not more to be 
deplored than some others, os antimony, which Mayhew uses 
largely, under the name of “grey powder." Eclectics object to 
calomel; indeed, to all mineral drugs, yet they all use them sur- 
reptltously. One of this class, a (icrsonul friend of my own, re¬ 
marked, “I never knew oue of our profession but tried to use 
calomel, and always obtained salivation as a result. Iodine will 
salivate; podophyllin produces ptyalisim, to which mercurial sali¬ 
vation Is preferable; yet all these drugs are of the greatest value. 

The treatment of Blaine and Youatt I do not uphold ; It was 
in accordance with the light of their days. Of Mayhew we may 
say that he advocated a mode of hygienic procedure which, 
though not original, and extremely unpopular lu that day, aud 
moreover very imperfect. Is nevertheless valuable. As a work of 
reference his hook is valueless; as ail epitome of treutrpent, use¬ 
less; us a specimen of veterinary ignorance, excellent. 

Ills reputation among sportsmen is entirely due to the pen of 
Wot Henry Herbert, who, however much we limy admire the 
man, hail many fuults, and possessed strong prejudices, that 
even led him to acts of folly—as preferring that his wife should 
die through the ignorance of an English quack, rather than re¬ 
cover under the care of an educated American physician. 

As a representative of the “tight little isle,” you will allow me 
to deny that Mayhew is highly regnrded, or even recognized, by 
the best authorities of England. The utter incompetence of the 
author is well-known aud generally acknowledged. No one with 
a modicum of anatomical anil thereapeutical knowledge could, 
after once reading the work, form other than the most unfavor¬ 
able opinion. The sportsman who must have this work, will find 
his library of reference incomplete without sporting adventures 
of “Baron Munchausen." 

Of the works that go to make up the volume as published in 
the United States, I have uo fault to find. Hutchinson's “Dog 
Breaking” is too valuable to suffer greatly hy the association, 
though it is to be regretted. 

In conclusion, let me say that I have no “axe to grind," being 
actuated solely by the desire of doing justice. With all their 
faults, Youatt aud Bluilie are to-day qifbted by high medical 
authority in America and Europe; Mayhew never. The former » 
have au intellectual aud scientific basis, which the most vivid 
canuot accredit to the latter in the slightest degree. I trust no 
offence will he taken, as none is intended; my aim being merely 
to expose a serious error. I have not seen Mr. Hallock’s book, 
nor its proof sheet*, but if any new light is shed upon the diseases 
of canines, all should unite in thanking that gentleman for his 
efforts. 

I may say that I am fortunate enougli to possess a copy of that 
rare w - ork, the “Sportsman's Dictionary,” and can verify the evi¬ 
dence of the critic in the Forett and Stream.

Editok Chicago Fielu: —In my article upon the above sule 
ject which “Dog Whip” has criticised, I was careful not to at¬ 
tack the principle or purpose* of bench shows, hut rather what I 
consider the false standard hy which those exhibitions have been 
hitherto judged. When I penned the first line ever written ad¬ 
vocating the establishment of bench shows in America, I was not 
a more firm believer than 1 am now iu their practical utility if 
properly conducted, but while I am glad to agree with “Dog 
Whip" in nearly all canine matters, I cannot go the length of 
accepting the present standard as of any value in the past or fu¬ 
ture, either abroad or in this country. 

To make plain wliut I mean by standard, I will explain that I 
refer to the arbitrary rule of physical perfection as exemplified by 
the very scale “Dog Whip” quotes. Men enter their dogs in u 
show where this standard prevails and justly expect to win or lose 
by it. Practically a judge has no discretionary power, for so long 
as one animal exhibits a nearer approach tliuu another to this 
tape line and foot rule criterion, the judge must give him the 
prize, even though lie is evidently merely u pretty aud useless 
toy, while the beaten animal is one that displays abilities for 
work 111 that nobler arena, the sporting field. Judges are not 
chosen nr expected to plucc the dogs according to their judgment 
os to which is the better animal, und should they do 60 (looking 
over the number of uspirauts for favor with a practical eye) they 
subject themselves to criticism and chaigcs of ignorauee as Mr. 
Davidson did In New York. Now 1 say boldly that if Mr. David¬ 
son erred in his awards according to bench shuw rules, he did not 
err if those awards are considered from a practical stand point. 
If a judge cannot know the actual qualities of the different dogs 
before him, l claim he should at least judge them by such a stand¬ 
ard that the winner will he a dog apfxtnring to have the qualities 
of a practically useful animal. No dog of size unsuitable for field 
work should win upon the bench, and the judgment upon size 
should be based upon general principles, and not upon the fact 
that the animal judged makes a better show than others of the 
same physical stature. Such views are, I know, rank heresies in 
the. eyes of believers iu the bench show creed, but they have been 
forced upon me hy the effects of foreign shows, with exhibitors 
breeding up to the standard, and producing the 
best specimens of pretty uselessness mid canine im¬ 
becility. If accepted and consistently supported in 
this country, this staudurd will produce equully bad re¬ 
sults and utterly overthrow the improvement In our dogs which 
we bo ardently desire, hence, I have fell called upon to enter my 
earnest protest against this false scale aud offer in support the fol¬ 
lowing fact* compiled from the best records we have. 

I stated that bench shows abroad have done little to aid in the 
production of practical dogs; this, “Dog-Whip” denies, quoting a 
few canine wonders as disproving my theory. I refer now to the 
first three volumes of the English Kennel Club Stud Book, the 
fourth volume being not, yet out. These volumes cover a period 
extending from 1859 to the end of 1875. During that time bench 
shows have risen from the first experiment at Newcastle, where there 
were but sixty entries, to an almost weekly occurrence In differ¬ 
ent parts of the United Kingdom, and many of the principal ex¬ 
hibitions have bad over one thousand entries upon their lists. 
By hasty count I find in the three volumes named, one thou¬ 
sand and fifty-two pointers and setters credited with wins upon 
the bench, many, of course, hnving taken several prizes. The 
first field trial was held at Southfll, in 1805, and by reference to 
the same authority 1 find but two hundred setter and pointer 
trial winners, though some of these are also winners of numerous 
stakes. If It Is said that this is not a fair comparison, since shows 
ware Instituted six years before trials, It must also be rememliered 
on the other hand, that the 8litd Book does not include reports of 
a large portion of the minor shows, and the winners at these 
would, if numbered, swell the list to Its original proportions, even 
allowing for the disparity of time. Does this look as if bench 
sliows produced field dogs! “Dog Whip" argues from the fact 
that the bench standard is one of correct proportions, that the 
bench winner and the field dog are one and the same. Let II* 
again turn to the Stud Book and see about this. Of the two hun- 
dred trial winners, but forty-four had also won on the bench.

ILLINOIS STATE SPORTSMAN'S ASSOCIATION. 

On Tuesday last the delegates to the Fourth Annual Con¬ 
vention of the Illinois State Sportsmen's Association met at Syca¬ 
more. 

Tile meeting was held in the parlors of Winn's hotel. The 
president the Hon. J. L. Pratt, welcomed the delegates, after 
which the treasurer and secretary’s report were read and adopted, 
anil the meeting adjourned to Wednesday evening. 

On Wednesday evening the Bourd of Directors made their re¬ 
port Considerable discussion ensued as to changing the consti¬ 
tution providing (hat the corresponding secretary should collect 
from all clulis their dues thirty days before each annual meeting. 
The sentiment of the majority being iu favor of the treasurer vol 
lecting all funds of the association Anally Mr. David F. Reid, 
of Evanston, who had Introduced the resolution, withdrew it, 
and substituted the following: 

Kemlred, That the treasurer be directed to make demand on all 
clubs, members of the association, for their dues and assessments 
at least 30 days before each annual meeting, which was carried. 
Heretofore it has been the custom for the dull* to pay their dues 
on the assembling of the convention.. 

Mr. Hamvorth, of Quincy, suggested that It would be better In 
future to leave the date of the meeting blank, vesting in the pre¬ 
siding officer or board of directors the authority to call the meet¬ 
ing when a sufficient number of birds for the tournament had 
been secured. Quite a lengthy discussion ensued, the sentiment 
seemingly equally divided. The question was then dropped, and 
the convention proceeded to the selection of a place for the hold¬ 
ing of the next convention, and the officers for the ensuing year. 

On motion of Mr. Abner Price, Quincy was unanimously se¬ 
lected as the place for meeting next year. 

The following officers were then unanimously elected: Presi¬ 
dent. W. B. Hauworth, Quincy; 1st Vice-President, Chas. Kern, 
Chicago; 2d Vice-President, J. O. Pierson, Evanston; Correspond¬ 
ing Secretary, Geo. E. Wheeler, Quincy; Treasurer, Abner Price, 
Chicago. 

The president, Mr. Hauworth, appointed the following com¬ 
mittees : 

Board of Directors: Chas. E. Felton, Chicago, chairman; J. 0. 
Pierson, Evanston, 8. H. Turrill, Chicago, W. K. Milligan, Chica¬ 
go, F. P. Taylor, Chicago. 

Law Cummittec: L. L. Palmer, Chicago, chairman; John L. 
Pratt, Sycamore, Gen. John Tillson, Quincy. 

On motion, votes of thanks were passed to Captain Bogardus 
for three glasd liall traps; E. B. Rum bo. agent of the Amer¬ 
ican Powder C'o., for a keg of Dead Shot Powder; to the 
Sportsmen’s Club of Sycamore for their kind attention, and to 
the retiring officers for the efficient manner in which they 
have discharged their duties. 

Mr. Hauworth wished before adjourning to urge the metn- 
Is-rs present to individual effort to make Hie next meeting a 
success. If each one would use his influence with his sports¬ 
man friends to have them present, it would do much towards 
increasing the strength anil Influence of the association. He 
assured them that everything would he done on his part, and 
by the sportsmen of Quincy to make the next meeting a suc¬ 
cess. and to contribute to their comfort and pleasure while in 
Quincy. He also requested the Cnic.voo Field to agitate the 
subject; its Influence being very great, It could materially benefit 
the association. 

Mr. Reid had noticed in a recent Issue of the Ciiicaoo Field 
that u correspondent urged that the local dulis of the State 
should issue a circular with the new game law and give it 
general distribution. The Idia ho thought a liaise one, but 
he would suggest that the corresponding secretary of the asso¬ 
ciation should communicate with the local clubs and request 
them to have the game law published In their local |ia|ier. 
He also asked the CTiicaoo Field to again publish the game 
law, which we will do. The meeting then adjourned. 

A full account of the tournament will lie found under the 
regular lieud, Trap Shooting. In consequence of It not living 
possible to obtain pigeons, glass balls were sulwtlthtcd, and os 
there was a scarcity of them the full programme was not car¬ 


ried out. Up to the last moment pigeons were expected, but It 
waa impossible to obtain them, as they arrived in Chicago only 
on Wednesday, which was too late. In consequence of a sup¬ 
ply *>f pigeons being considered beyond doubt, as large a number 
of glass balls could not be procured as otherwise would have 
been. As it was, the association was indebted tothe Evanston 
club for those which were used. 

There Is but little doubt that every effort will lie made by Mr. 
Hauworth and bis brother sportsmen of Quincy, to make tile 
next meeting a success, and it is to be hoped that the local 
dubs will jolu the State Association and give It that support 
which it deserves, and demands of them. 


MANAGEMENT OF TROTTING ASSOCIATIONS. 

In our issue of the 9th inst., we stated that the more import¬ 
ant rules to become familiar with for the purpose of judging races 
are numbers 30, 29, and 3«. 

As to rule 20, no special prominence has ever been given It, 
for its intricacy of construction, until last year, when the judges 
at Poughkeepsie evinced much hesitation and verdancy in its ap¬ 
plication. 

"Little Fred,” in the dual heat of the 2:24 race fell with his 
driver Phillips inside of the distance, and before reaching the 
wire. He was within reach of second money; but he had not 
brought home his weights in the opinion of the judges. So, after 
he had gone to his stables, he was again harnessed, at the sugges¬ 
tion of the judges, to unother sulkcy, and driven by Phillips un¬ 
der the wire, given seventh position, and awarded second money. 
This decision was made by men supposed to have been skilled in 
a proper construction of the rules of the Natlonul Association. 
There was old and respected precedent for distancing “Little 
Fred,” but, as far os our knowledge extends, none whatever for 
this new departure of the judges in making such a remarkable de¬ 
cision. It is regarded as bad policy by the judges of our various 
courts to introduce any new methods of dispensing justice iu op¬ 
position to the well established precedent. But the Poughkeep¬ 
sie judges, wanting in knowledge of precedent, or having a dis¬ 
regard of law, made themselves somewhat notorious by their de¬ 
cision. They decided substantially that a driver has a right to go 
back ami pick himself up in order to bring home liis weights. 
Under such a construction, it is aunalogicaily true that, a driver 
under weight cannot be distanced for short weight, if he will only 
go (rack and find his weights und bring them home; or, if iu case 
the lost weights cannot be found, if he will substitute some other 
full weight,and drive around the track after the heat ia finished, 
ami before the judges make a decision, no penalty can be applied; 
Such a conclusion is absurd. Losing of shoe or weight, or 
driver, or a breaking of harness or a sulkey, or any other accident 
not the fault of other horses or drivers in u race, by which short 
weight is brought home, if not the fault of the judges, must dis¬ 
tance u horse, provided there is no fraud on the part of managers 
of the horse for the purpose of being declared distanced. We 
wilt not comment further upon this rule after reminding the 
reader that judges must award to a driver the position he wins, 
though short of t oright, provided they have approved of such short 
weights at the commencement of the heat; and further provided 
that a driver must look after hts own weights after he has once 
been found short of the required weight. 

Rule 30 relates to “placing horses." Inexperienced judges 
have made many mistakes by a misinterpretation of this rule. 
Their errors have been the result of not distinguishing between 
winners of places, and winners of dead heats for places; or by 
aw-ardlng premiums to a horse having the best general average 
of position in a summary instead of to a horse that has gained a 
better position in some heat or heats, that does not have so good 
a general average. As a rule, the errors In placing horses at the 
finish of a race grow out of the erroneous interpretations above 
alluded to. However, there ts still another cause of error which 
sometimes Impels them to a wrong decision. It is when horses 
are alike in summary, instead of dividing the premium or premi¬ 
ums they may have won, the judges award the superior place 
and premium to the horse that finished best in final heat. As to 
the difference between winners of heats and dead heats, so far as 
our knowledge extends, it should he borne in mind thut the win¬ 
ner of a heat is and has always been better in a race than winners 
simply of a dead heat or heats. Not only does this principle 
govern as to the first place in heats and races, but it applies 
equally to second, third or fourth place, and so on as to all the 
minor positions. We recollect seeing an oracle of the trotting 
turf award a superior premium to a horse that had simply made a 
dead heat for second place, instead of placing him behind two 
other horses that had each been second once- This error was the 
result of making no distinction between a horse winning a second 
place, and one winning simply a dead heat for second place. This 
principle applied in the summary of a race effectually upsets the 
genera] average interpretation. A horse therefore winning a 
second place, or even making a dead heat for second place is bet¬ 
ter in a race, when for illustration there are ten starters and in all 
heats except the one In which he is second, he 10, 10, than 
another horse that has been 3. 8. 3. His average ts not one- 
balf as good however. As to the erroneous interpretation last re¬ 
ferred to all that Is necessary to say tn explanation is, that a 
second place tn final heat is no better than a second place in the 
first heat. Horses that stand credited With like positions in sum¬ 
mary are equal in the race. 

It is well enough to bear in mind that a horse winning three 
heats in a three in five race, wins the race, and another horse 
that has won two heats In same race is nearer a winner and a bet¬ 
ter horse tn the summary than a third horse that may have won 
only one heat. Nor are two or more dead heats to credit of a 
horse as good aa the winning of a single heat. This principle ts 
also applied to minor positions—a winner of two or more dead 
heats for a second position, ts not as good as a winner of second 
position. We have been thus minute tn hoi# to more clearly il¬ 
lustrate the rule than as It appears in the code. The errors in 
awarding premiums growing out of the first two interpretations 
on the part of the judges, but not as the errors made under the 
Interpretation marked third. 

The rules originally, as to horses not winning heats nor dead 
heats, awarded superior places to horses staying best tn the race, 
or aside from winners of heats and dead heats, they were placed 
In the order of their finish in final heat. This ruling was tn con¬ 
flict tn principle with the ruling as to horses winning beats or 
dead heats, and not winning their races. It was proper to make 
the principle uniform by the rule as It now stands. Rule 29 is the 
most important of the rules, upon which we shall make some 
comments hereafter.

KALAMAZOO AND HER MALIONER. 

The Spirit of the Timer does not appear In a very amiable mood 
at the fact that the Kalamazoo Association conducted 1U recent 
trotting meeting as a nou-mumber of the National Association, 
Always heretofore it has conducted Its meetings under the au¬ 
spices of the liugslcrs, consisting of the managers of the Board of 
Appeals. The chief reason for the present course was that 
though on paper we are supposed to have a Western District 
Board, in reality It is otherwise. There has never been a meet¬ 
ing of the board; and so for aa the associations composing the 
Michigan Circuit arc concerned, it will now make uo difference 
whether one ts held this year or not. This circuit, next to the 
octolateral, is tile most important in the country, and has a 
right, to expect Its Interests looked after a little. If they are 
ignored, then there will be a greater breach another year. 
According to the authority of an eminent statesman, pres¬ 
cience is not regarded as one of the exact sciences. When the 
Spirit of the Timet indulges in foretelling that the meeting 
will be notorious for its assemblage of turf bandits, it never 
made u more abortive attempt at (leering into the future in 
all its life. No doubt its neighbors Mr. E. Z. Simmons owner 
of Brilliant, and Mr. Brown, owner of Lillie, will survive the 
maliguity of this “great American gentlemen’s newspaper" in 
being heralded through Us columns as turf “outlaws.” It was 
generally remarked that a better meeting never took place in 
Michigan. No jobs—better contested races—every one trying 
to wiu, fast trotting considering the wet weather, and the 
management of the association, quite respectable Mr. B. Wc 
also assure you that there were no “ringers” entered at tills 
meeting. Some of your snobbish friends, must have over¬ 
looked it, and lost an opportunity to indulge their natural pro¬ 
pensities. We hope it won’t annoy you to be assured that Kala¬ 
mazoo made money, which Is more than can tie said of any 
of Its former meetings when a memlicr of your association. Years 
ago, when she gave a $30,000 meeting, we have heard it repeat¬ 
edly stated that a gentleman, now u|ion the Board of Appeals, 
trotted a "ringer” at that meeting, and won first moucy anil got. 
away with it. So you see, Mr. B., if litis is true, and our report 
of their recent meeting, too, Kalamazoo has lost uothing iu re¬ 
spectability by declaring out of the Mutual Admiration Society. 
Kalamazoo, did you know it, has os good a track as any in the 
country; it is situated midway between Chicago and Detroit on the 
Michigan Central Railroad, and, next to Jackson, is the liesl rail¬ 
road center in the state; has better hotels for the money charged 
than any town in the country; is a popular point with horsemen; 
is noted for its picturesque beauty, its good water, fine air, its re¬ 
spectable people, and has trotters enough, not “ riugers,” in its 
vicinity, to make an annual trotting meeting respectable in iium- 
liers. Your “ heeling and tailing” for your coterie quite likely 
will injure no one. We advise iude|iendence, a willingness to 
take a record by going to the front. If you have any ambition in 
in this direction you need not go west of Buffalo to find much to 
cavil ah instead of making a silly raid upon the respectable [>eo- 
ple of Kalamazoo. 


In tiik Rioiit Direction. —We arc glad to see that the Na¬ 
tional Rifie Association lias taken a new departure and is really 
showing Itself to be uatsonal iu aim as well as in inline. It will 
be seen by the programme of the competitions for places on the 
team to be matched ugainst the United Kingdom team, that up to 
#300 of the honii tide expenses of each member of the team and 
reserve will be allowed. Tills is as it should be, and many men 
will be induced to couqiete who otherwise could nut afford to do 
so without, some such premium on success. 

At the same time wc should like to see the allowance of two 
sighting shots ut eucli preliminary practice and contest, In fact, 
it is but right that such should be, for without these sighting 
shots the marksmen acquainted with Crcedmoor will la; most 
favorably handicapped with regards to all others. Then again 
coaching should be allowed, for is the match not to lie a team 
match where good coaching is the main secret! Let no loop hole 
be left for after accusations; needs must thut the trial contests beat 
Crecdmoor, so let every visitor be given the facilities that two 
trial shots will give him of getting somewhat upon un equal foot¬ 
ing with the local marksmen. Any experienced long range shot 
can get on to the target after being properly coached on two 
shots, but a man can not go on to a strange range and plump into 
the bull’s-eye, except by accident. The best men procurable in 
the country should be obtained, and every means of obtaining 
these men on the merits of their shooting should he resoted to. 

We urge upon local clubs to go round among the well to do 
citizens and secure money enough to seud one or two of their 
best, men to contend for the honor. Chicago should send two to 
compete, Milwaukee at least one, New Orleans two, or even three, 
and at least, two of these men arc capable of securing placus in 
the twelve. Let local clubs see to it, fur the entire burden must 
not be left on the N. R. A.

Functus Ornoio.—The Spirit of the Time* aspires to bo a great 
turf Journal, but it l* amusing to witness bow It retrains from 
criticising the great trotting associations that are it* bread and 
butter brigade. In answering aqueetlon that belongs to the column 
of '• answers to correspondents" in Its issue of the 9th it takes oc¬ 
casion to reply by an editorial more than a column In length. It 
announces with quite a flourish the principle of functus officio, as 
to the acta of judges after they have left the stand—which in sim¬ 
ple English means that the acts of judges after they have left the 
stand amounts to nil. Why was it not independentenougb to an¬ 
nounce this principle when Buffalo several days after her meeting 
of last year expelled a trio of drivers. Such sycophancy will not 
permanently succeed. 

The law as to the time when the power of judges ceases was clearly 
set forth IntheCBiCAooFtRLnnearly uyearago—or immedlatelvaf¬ 
ter the action of the Buffalo association, in the Thorndale race. It 
perhaps ought not to be expected that the .Spirit of the Times under 
any circumstances, would exhibit independence enough to criticise 
Buffalo Park Association in a matter of any importance, hut its 
editorial answer to Dubuque does not convey any new infor¬ 
mation to the average turfman, or to the regular reader of the 
Futi.o.

Pursuant to the call from the Des Moines Sportamen’s club the 
sportsmen of Iowa met at the rooms of the Des Moines club on 
May 29th. The attendance was large. The meeting was called 
to order by Mr. Samuel Lowe. Dr. Morri&nn waa elected chair¬ 
man and Mr. F. D. Booth, secretary. Dr. Morrison, who is 
president of the Den Moiues Sportsmen's Club then delivered the 
following address: 

Gentlemen and Spoutmmbn or Iowa:—I n behalf of Dcs Moines 
Sp**rimeu’s Club I welcome y«»u to our city. We extend to you the 
hospitality of our club, the hospitality of its Individual members, and 
tender you the.use of our club room for your deliberations. 

At the solicitation of a number of prominent sportsmen in various 
portions of the state we assumed the responsibility of issuing the call 
for this meeting. Were we right la issuing that call? Wc think we 
were, and thank yon for your response uaii your presence. We greet 
you with a hearty shake of the band, and hope that your sojourn with 
us limy be both pleasant and profitable. 

The objects of our coming together are the formation of a State 
Sportsmen's Association, and the consideration of such other matters 
as may he deemed proper and expedient.

Montgomert Fishing and Shooting Notes. —Montgomery, 
Ala., June 13, 1377.— Editor Chicago Field. —There Is a saying In 
this section that a dry May tor a good crop. Be that as it may, 
a dry 8pring for good fishing is a certainty. We have had quite a 
drougth and the lovers of hook and Une have been busy at ourflsh- 
Ing grounds—Whetstone and Jackson lakes. Many a fine string 
of bream and silver perch, or goggle eye, with an occasional trout, 
have been borne to our city with pride by the lucky Nlms. Fish¬ 
ing for bream is quite an art here; a man is not considered an 
expert unless he can, with a seven foot pole, and twenty feet of 
line, throw the bait in a pint tin cup. It requires practice; it al¬ 
so requires fortitude almost to bravery, to sit for hours cramped 
in a boat, with our Summer sun pouring his heat upon your head, 
tlie reflection from the water upon your face, and patience enough 
for a church member should the wind blow enough to carry your 
line Into some overhanging bush every few throws; the Negro 
padler is Bure to come in for his share of the blame. Yet, to see 
a full-grown bream dart for the bait as It strikes the water, which 
they seldom miss, then to “land" him in the boat, it makes 
amends for a dozen miss throws, and makes one forget the broil¬ 
ing opperution beneatli his hat. The bait used is the red earth 
worm, grasshoppers and crickets, the last considered best. Tbe 
young darkles make quite a trade catching cricket* for the white 
folks, getting fifteen to twenty-five cents per 100. The silver 
perch and trout are caught with minnows, in or near some fallen 
tree top. Trout or black bass are also caught by trolling with 
bait or with spoon. 

The market fishermen have also been successful on our river. 
Among the many kind caught were the rock or striped bass, and 
genuine white shad; some 500 or more have been taken this 
Spring, thanks to the U. S. Fish Commission, or whoever de¬ 
posited the shad. It is an unanswered question how long does 
it take shad to grow, or of which deposit were these fish? 

Messrs. Kuinleln aud Maken, of the U. 8. Commission again 
deposited 75,000 small fry shad the last of May; they keep send¬ 
ing, but there is no protection for the. fish, or effort to get any 
information from them after deposited. Why is this? 

Our shooting club (Montgomery) have elected tbe following 
as officers: President, Dr. E. A. Semple; Vice-President, F. C.

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Chilled rs Soft Shot 

Jackson, Mississippi, June 14, 1877. 

Editor Cuicaoo Field ;—It having been asserted and denied 
that chilled shot will make a lietter pattern titan soft abut in all 
guns, I mode a test in order to settle the question as far as nty 
own gun Is concerned, with a desire to interest and, may be, bene¬ 
fit the readers of the Chicago Field. My preparations were most 
thorough, aud those who have the patieuce to follow my experi¬ 
ments to the end will find them rated here. The shooting was 
on different afternoons when the air was quite still. 1 used 4 dr. 
powder and one oz shot, 4 j dr. and 1-4 oz. and 5 dr. and 1 j ok., 
all struck; two shots each with chilled and soft shot. Twenty- 
four shots in all. These grades were for the purpose of demon¬ 
strating whetheror not an iucrease of powder or shot beyond a 
certain quantity, is of any practical service. In twelve of the 
shots 1 used "Hazard Ducking No. 4,” and in the other twelve 
“F. 0. Deadshot,” for the purpose of finding the difference be¬ 
tween a powder that costs seveuty-two cents per pound and an¬ 
other that costs thirty cents. The difference, os will be seen, is in 
favor of the "Deadshot,” all things considered. 

One word as to pow der. I have used various kinds, even of the 
most costly grades, but was always best pleased with the “Dead- 
shot," it is uniformly good, not to speak of its moderate price, 
which Is certainly on item. I have no pecuniary Interest what¬ 
ever in the matter, but mention my experience in this way for the 
benefit of my fellow sportsmen and that the manufacturers may¬ 
be encouraged to keep up the excellence of their powder. 

I am glad that "Uloati" is urging uniformity In targeting; all 
suggestions from that eminent authority are valuable and this 
one particularly so. 

Unless we follow a uniform standard in the minutest details 
we can make no comparative tests, and the targets sent in for 
publication are valueless as such. I must venture to amend 
“(•loan's" suggestion and insist that we should know how many 
pellets of shot by actual count there are in at least one of the 
charges, if the scope be afterwards similarly struck, as it ought 
always to be, we know with certainty that such charge is uniform 
as well as the number of pellets in each. 

Now and then some one publishes an account of what his gun 
has done with No. fi, 7 or 8 shot, but he never tells us how- 
many pellets were In the charge. This point is of the first im¬ 
portance. 

Many will, doubtless, be surprised to know that the number of 
pellets to the ounce varies with each bag, and the number alone 
hi the bag are not to be relied on. If a particular size is required, 
one struck ounce should be counted out of each—any ouc can 
verify this by counting a few samples and comparing each other 
and the standard of their makes. As Gloan says, It is important 
to specify whose make of shot is used, because, (to put it stronger 
than Gloan did,) the so-called standard varies with each maker. 

I may remark, en pnmanl, that, in my opinion, Tatham or the 
Chicago shot are the best we have. Of the latter I have never 
used any but No. 8. 

My No. 8 English chilled shot, I found contained 292 pellets 
to the ounce struck. To make a test with it and soft shot, that 
would be worth anything, it was necessary to procure a lot of the 
latter, containing as near as possible the same number of pellets. 

I counted many samples before I found what I required. Of Tat¬ 
ham, whose standard for No. 7 is 291 to the ounce, I counted 
samples as follows: 352, 344, 31(1 and 378; the latter Is exactly 
Leroy’s standard for No. 8. Other makes of shot varied as 
much. 

I finally procured a sample of Tatham, No. fi, containing 273 
pellets, and, as they were nearest the size of the chilled shot, I 
decided to use them, adding 19 pellets to the ounce, measure, 
20 to 14 ounce and 23 to the 1$ ounce, so that the cartridges 
contained exactly the same number of pellets as the chilled shot. 

As the pellet pads cost four dollars per doz. I did not feel in¬ 
clined to go to that expense, therefore my penetration cannot be 
compared with any other, and can only be regarded as showing 
the difference In penetration between the chilled and soft, and 
the Hazard and DeadBhot powder in this particular instance. 

The pads used were composed of thirty sheets of the heaviest 
glazed hardware paper, nearly double the thickness of the pellet 
paper, and were fastened at one corner with a paper fastener and 
a tack in the middle. For penetration tests some manufactory 
should undertake to supply the sportsmen of this couutry with 
uniform pads at a moderate cost, otherwise we eau have no com¬ 
parative tests. I used U- M. C. paper shell, 2} long, uncrimped. 

One Ely black edge, one best creased red covered Ely wad, 
such as are put up lu oil skin bags, and another black edge, three 
in all, over the powder, and one bluck edge over the shot. 

Thirty inch circle, with bull’s eye the size of half a dollar to 
aim at, penetration pad behind the target, 40 yards by tape line 
from muzzle of the gun; gun, E. C. Green, 10 guage, 32 inch 
barrels, weight nine pounds. 

With this long introduction we come to the trial:

From this It appears that chilled shot is best for both pattern and 
penetration; especially is this true so far as the right barrel Is 
concerned. In the left the difference in pattern between the 
chilled and soft shot amount to nothing practically. Note the 
remarkable coincidence that the pattern of the right with soft shot 
that Is exactly the same as the left with chilled. 

There does not seem jrractunUy to be any advantage In using 
more than four drachms and one ounce shot. Will those who 
never tried It put this In their pipe and smoke it? Mind I do not 
say It will hold good In every gun, but the experiment Is worth 
trying. 


In counting penetration, I counted only where three pellets fairly 
cracked (not bulged) a sheet. The penetration was remarkably 
good. The form of the chilled shot were not much injured, while 
the soft were literally smashed. In the whole twenty-four shots 
there is not a bad one, and I may be excused for asking Gloan if 
my gun is uot a right good one on paper! I know it is beautiful 
on ducks, snipes and partridges, or as you of the North call them, 
quails. Of these, and the effect of chilled shot on them,! may, jierhaps, 
have something to say hereafter. Before closing I cannot help 
commending "Mohawk's” remarks on the decision of the judges 
in the best brace of setters at the New York bench show, and I 
heartily second Mr. J. W. Munson’s motion that the cup given 
to Mrs. McCurdy fairly belongs to Mr. L. H. Smith and he ought 
to have it.

The Rail and Rail Shooting. 

BV IIECAHI'BK. 

Never having seen lu your columns any account of the above 
mentioned sport, and as Dr. Coues In his “Birds of the North¬ 
west," "Says it does not occur anywhere in the Missouri region 
In such numbers as It does along the Atlantic coast,” I thought 
some account of this delicious table bird might not prove uninteres¬ 
ting to your many readers. The rail "Porzana Corolinn" breeds 
from the middle states northward. Although ft breeds plenti¬ 
fully here in New Jersey, on our Delaware river meadows, and is 
abundant aruund my old home, I have never had the good fortune 
to meet with a nest or the young birds. That it does not always 
confine itself for breeding quarters to the marshes along our 
river meadows, I know by experience, for wherever a small and 
secluded rushy pool ascurs In upland pastures the rail may be 
found throughout the early Summer. Although its principal 
food is, when with us, the wild rice, or reed as it is here called, It 
feeds I believe on other 6eeds, and Is I have found, particularly 
fond of buckwheat. 

Where a patch of this grain is sown upon ground lying near to 
the marshes, the rails visit It In great numbers, and after feeding 
on it for a few days become excessively fat. I have frequently 
shot them with their skins so distended with fat, that on striking 
the ground the skiu would burst. On the Delaware, during the 
shooting season, they are pursued in light bouts occupied by two 
men; the shooter who sits or stands in the bow, and a poleman 
whose business it. is to propel the boat through the reeds, to give 
warning when a bird rises unseen by the shooter, and to gather 
the killed. In this way, the birds can only be killed at high tide, 
and though on favorable days the bag is often heavy, there Is to 
me little sport in it On small marshes ou the inland meadows, 
good sport may be had by walking over the grouud with a close 
working lively spaniel, well broken to drop to shot and to retrieve. 
As a rule, the rail will not run to any great distance, prefering to 
turn and dodge about among the reeds and docks, though they 
can when so disposed, make wonderful time ou such ground. 

Occasionally they will lie to be pointed, particularly if driven to 
the edge of their cover. For some, to me, unaccountable reason, 
they w ill on some days refuse to rise at. all, or even to run any 
distance; and at such times 1 have taken them—after their be¬ 
ing pointed—alive in my hands. One of the many peculiarities 
of this bird is its manner of alighting. They do not like other 
birds seem to alight, but rather to tumble all of a heap, just as a 
quail would fall if killed by a bard hitting gun, at a short range. 
Often have 1 been amused by seeing boys and greenhorns rush to 
the spot where apparently a rail had fatten after a hasty, ill-aimed, 
and to the rail, harmless shot had been fired at him, and look for 
the bird, confident tliat they would find it lying dead, and with half 
the feathers blown out, but only to be disappointed. In general, 
the rail does not take long flights, orlly at all fast, though I have 
seen them fly a mile at a stretch, and if going before the wind, 
fly fast. They are, however, easily killed, half an ounce of No. 9 
shot being an ample charge. From the manner of their flight, 
and their habit of rising very close to the gun, I know of no gume 
bird more desirable for a beginner to commence on in the art of 
wing shooting. The surest way to miss them is to shoot quick, 
and as the learner will soon Hud this out, for himself, he will then 
begin to acquire the knack of never pulling his trigger till his bird 
is certainly covered. Still, although they are so easy to hit by the 
dehberate shot, I have seen many a good quail or snipe shot 
thoroughly puzzled for the Hrst half hour of his maiden shoot on 
rail. It is a common, indeed, I might say universal, thing for 
this bird when flying always to seem to be just going to drop down 
In the reeds, and for this reason new hands are very apt to shoot 
too quick, as they are under the impression that they must shoot 
then or not at ail. In common the rail flies straightaway from the 
gun, though they at times vary the programme by quartering to 
the right or left among the reed stalks. They do not usually rise 
above two or three feet from the mud, and scarcely ever fly up 
and over the shooter's head. 

By naturalists, tbe rail is usually considered a tender 
bird, and not able to bear the effects of cold, and although the 
great body of them move South with the other migratory birds, 

I know that all do not. During the Winter of 1803-84, I 
found scattered individuals the entire Winter, when looking for 
ducks on the Delaware meadows near Bordentown In this state. 
Indeed, I have killed them every month in the year in endeavor¬ 
ing to satisfy myself of the fact of their always being with us. 
Whether the individuals killed during the above Winters, were 
birds that had been wounded during the previous Autumu, and so 
incapacitated for long journeys, I cannot say positively, though 
I do not think such was the case, as I observed that at. those sea¬ 
sons they were particularly wild, and also In fine order aud very 
strong on the wing. I think that more game birds Winter with 
us in the middle states than is generally known, and I have had 
proof on several occasions that snipe, UaUlnago Wileonii, and the 
woodcock, Fhilohela minor, frequently do so. Even during this 
last Winter, severe as It was, a few snipes were found in a certain 
sheltered spring meadow, within two miles of Trenton, during the 
month of January. For every one snipe or woodcock that is 
found, ten rails will be found throughout the Winter here, and 
this certainly does not look as If the rail could not stand cold 
weather. Although I have never had tbe good fortune to shoot 
over or train a spaniel, though I have broken many a setter and 
pointer, I think that the rail would be an excellent bird on which 
to hunt young cocker spaniels. The bird gives out a strong and 
very enticing scent, and from Its habit of running short distances 
only, and making continually succeeding turns at. not more than 
ten or fifteen paces from the dog, I should imagine that It would 
tend to make him persevering, and at the same time keep tbe 
dog within easy distance of the shooter. Hunted In this way, the 
rail gives good sport, and on ground such as I have reference to, 
the walking is often not as bad as in snipe shooting. The weather, 
moreover, at this time of the year—September and October—is 
lovely, and the shooting always in the open, which last fact is a 
desideratum to all heginnera. There are too, always chances of 
a shot At a stray snipe or an occasional flock of blue w inged teal 
or mallard, with, perhaps, an outlying woodcock. I Imre spent 
many happy hours at this sport.

Targeting. 

BV GLOAN. 

Despite of pressing engagements I cannot omit writing a f„ w 
lines upon the late Urge ting at 8t. Louis. Mr. Munson earnestly 
calls upon trap-shooter* to abandon that pursuit and to adopt tar¬ 
geting instead, assuring thein that the latter affords a fascination 
that the former cannot equal. His letter ought to be kept sUnd- 
lng in the most promlneut place In your paper. As we who havespeni 
years in targeting, and years also In advocatlug Its practice, | 
can assure all shooters, that when ouce undertaken systematically 
in a spirit of euquiry and of sport. It becomes the most delightful 
and instructive of home pastimes. 

The statistics of the target are the very poetry of figure 
When sheet utter sheet is counted at random, with its totals ren¬ 
dered separately, and as these are finally grouped and dissented, 
it Is astonishing to observe how the same gun approximates to 
the same results; betrays the same failiugs or virtues, or depart* 
from like causes, under the same circumstances, no matter what 
time has intervened between trials. Sportsmen seem to think 
that targeting is useless because it does not Improve marksman 
ship. But they forget that the truest aim Is useless If there 
is faulty loadiag. Aud true loading for any gun can only be 
learned at the target, unless a man has the opportunities of a 
Bogardus to shoot every day of his life, and even then he would 
want the remarkable intuition of cause aud effect, which that 
marksman possesses. 

Many a man goes through" life with the regret of being an irre¬ 
trievably bad shot. Half of his failures probably are due to his 
ignorance of his gun and the proper loads for it. Some good 
natured friend has suggested a load which is ignorantly adhered 
to, without a suspicion that it is wrong and therefore the cause of 
much of his mishaps. 

Targeting of Itself, will not make a good shot. But the confi¬ 
dence inspired by target knowledge will go far to mend a bad 
shot. 

In these days therefore, with targeting to give us knowledge 
nnd glass balls to give us aim, it does seem to me that the utmost 
perfection of the shot gun ought to be attained. 

I wish to digress a moment at this point to say that I am lu 
favor of glass balls. As I have constantly opposed public trap 
shooting at pigeons, for prizes, money, etc., with all its vicious 
concomitants, 1 am glad to herald this substitute, which I hope 
will prouiote all the good, aud do away with possibly ail the bad of 
such competitions. 

A review of the St. Louis targets Bhows some interesting facts. 
Three shells were tried, the St. Louis. Eley and Union Metallic. 
Two aud one-half drams of powder was the first load and this was 
Increased half a dram at a time until five drams were 
used. Two wads were used on the powder, down to four and one- 
half dram loads. For these four and one-half drum loads, for the 
five dram loads only one wad was used. Tbe two wads were 
pink edge or pink edge and hlaek. The average of five shots 
from the same gun was taken, and tbe following results ole 
taiued.

It is not necessary to quote the other experiments, with the 
other guns, nor to refer to the penetration, as the pad for the latter 
was unsuitable. What is shown by the above I 

In the Hrst place, to corroborate my remark as to the unfailing 
tests of the target, I sit here with nothing but the bare figures lie- 
fore me, and at once see that these targets fully carry out Lon¬ 
don Field theory of their wads and that they fully coincide with 
the experiments I made a year since. 

Thus;—The London Field said, that a thin wad on the powder 
would scatter the shot, and a thick wad on the powder would 
keep the shot together. I proved that the Field was right to the 
extent to which it went. But I went much further. So far as I 
went the result was gratifying, but I have never had leisure to 
Barry the experiments forward. 

Now It appears that In St. Louis they commenced with 2 wads on 
the powder, and progressed with uniformity, improving results 
up to four drams. The difference between the shells was very 
slight in the three and a half and four dram rounds. In the St. 
Louis, the difference was only thirty pellets, in the Eley twenty- 
eight pellets, and in the M. M. thirty-three pellets showing very- 
even shooting. 

But the moment they only put one wad on the powder down 
fell the target from 200 to 158; from 200 to 113; and from 223 to 
180 in the respective shells, and with only one wad on the five 
drams, It fell most remarkably to 112, 75 and 74, thus showing 
that the three wad does scatter the shot as asserted. 

In tbe next place, it shows the superiority of medium loads. 
I have been contending so long that the majority of sportsmen 
overload , that I hail this unexpected proof. That three and one- 
half drams was the most effective load for a ten gun has seemed 
a beresay but I have demonstrated It over and over again. Four 
drams has been a maximum But only ridicule has been vouch¬ 
safed to the statement when made to duck shooters who would 
persist that six and seven drams and even more, must die used, 
and os a consequence, who were compelled to get from ten to 
thirteen pound guns with which to stand the shock. 

It !b my intention to deal with the subject at length here¬ 
after. 

Returning again to the target, it is noticeable that tbe English 
chilled shot, although sixes against eights, do not show the super¬ 
iority we were led to expect. 

The Union Metallic shell ha* tbe largest number of pellets to 
credit, beating the Eley and St. Louis numerically. But Mr 
Munson says the “prettiest pattern and best work” was by the 
St. Louis shell. I do not question any statement that gentle¬ 
man may make, but on the contrary accept it at once as authen¬ 
tic and shall be pleased to have this statement verified In the ex¬ 
periments I propose to to make this summer. But If Mr. Mun¬ 
son had quadrantal or octant, sections, and given us the resull* 
in each, the matter of the most uniform distribution over the face 
of tlie target would have been demonstrated, and the "best work" 
with the least powder thus Infallibly shown. 

On the whole the 8t. Louis gentlemen have a right to he 
more than satisfied with their day’s work. They have set an ex 
ample worthy to be followed everywhere, aad I hope will find 
many competitors In their understandings. The cause of sport- 
must be benefited by these researches Into the science of pro¬ 
jectiles, and it will soon he found that the social reunions which 
they occasion, as was evidently the case In St. Louis, give an el¬ 
evating tone to the pursuit 

When they make their trials with twelve guns, will they not 
have a forty as well thirty inch circle, and state what shot wad 
Is used. Alsu let tbe load be one and one-eighth of shot, and have 
not less than twenty-five sheets In the penetration pad.
